You are hereby notified to meet at the Town House in 
said Northfield, on Tuesday, the eighth day of March next, 
at nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the folow- 
ing subjects: 

1. To choose all necessary town officers for the year 
ensuing. 

2. ‘To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year, and make ap- 
propriation for the same. 


3. To bring in your votes for the election of delegates 
at large, delegates and alternate delegates to the National 
Convention of the various political parties to be held to 
nominate party candidates for Prisident and Vice President 
of the United States. 

4. To see how much money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for all purposes not covered by article two. 

5. To see what action the town will take in regard to 
pine blister rust control. 

6. To see if the town will vote to accept state aid con- 
struction and appropriate money for same. $2,197.50 was 
appropriated in 1931, $2,122.50 asked for 1932. If town 


does not accept state aid construction, it must set aside 
$1,415.00 for permanent improvement. 

7. To see if the town will vote to accept state aid main- 
tenance and appropriate money for same. $4,400.00 was 
spent in 1931, $3,847.00 called for 1932. 

8. To see how much money the town will vote to raise 
to defray the expense of Memorial Day. 

9. ‘To see what action the town will take in regard to 
installing a surface sewer on Park St., ‘‘between Dearborn 
corner and the brook near the Emery box shop.’’ (By pe- 
tition ) 

10. To see what action the town will take in regard to 
installing a surface sewer on Cottage St. (By request.) 

ll. To see if the town will vote to accept and adopt the 
reports of town officers as printed. 

12. To transact any other business that may come before 
said meeting. ;

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Repairs 

The No. Four school building, which was greatly in need 
of attention, was repainted both inside and out during the 
summer. The appearance of the school room has been 
greatly improved. I again recommend that the approach to 
the toilets in this building be rearranged. The present ar- 
rangement is not satisfactory. 

The exterior of the Sanborn Road building has also 
been freshly painted. This building should be reshingled 
during the summer vacation. 

The school room in the Eastman building is being used 

this year for the over-flow from grades four and five. It is 
probable that next year it will be necessary to use this 
for grades five and six.- The large enrollment in the lower 
grades make it imperative that we have another school 
room available. A new room could be fitted up in the 
Eastman building at no great expense which. could be used 
for first and second grade children and thus relieve the 
congestion which we now have in the main building in 
these two grades. It is not probable that any addition to 
the teaching force would be necessary. 
_ Our manual training department has always been pooriy 
housed. I would recommend that the garage, which is now 
used for storage purposes, be fitted out for this work. This 
change, too, could be made without any large expense and 
the facilities for carrying on the work in manual training 
would be very much improved. | 

I would recommend that the Eastman building be re- 
painted and that a less sombre color be used. 

Summer Playground 

The summer playground was maintained for nine weeks 

-and was under the supervision of Mr. Eldon Heartz. Mr.

Heartz was assisted by Miss Phyllis Hogquist and Miss 
Marjorie Davis. Again this proved to be a popular resort 
for the children during the summer weeks. The cost of 
maintenance last summer was approximately $400. The 
yearly appropriation for this work for the past two years 
has been $600. The school board in the special article for 
summer playground maintenance in the school warrant 
suggests an appropriation of $300 for next summer. 
School Finances 

Expenditures for school purposes, like all other munic- 
ipal expenditures, are rightfully receiving at this time a 
careful scrutiny. The following table makes easy a com- 
parison of the budget of this current school year with that 


proposed by the school board for next year:

The school board has made a very careful study of the 
budget. It has been found possible to reduce certain items 
without any likelihood of any impairment of the efficiency 
of the schools, at least for a year. But other items must 
necessarily be increased. The recommendation for high 
school tuition has been increased $1,000, making it $14,500. 
This is approximately what it will cost this current year. 
As several of the fire insurance policies must be renewed 
this coming year the amount needed under this item will 
be $750 as compared to $100 this current year. The re- 
duction in the amount proposed for teachers’ salaries is 
somewhat misleading. No reduction in teachers’ salaries is 
contemplated by the school board. Our present teacher 
schedule calls for an expenditure of approximately 
$18,500, the amount proposed for next year. 

After making such decreases as seem possible and such 
increases as seem necessary in the several items, the result 
is a reduction of but $300 in the total budget. It is esti- 
mated, however, that our income from certain sources will 
be approximately $550 greater than for this current year, 
so that, whereas the assessment required to meet the budget 
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for this current year was $46,260, the assessment required 
to meet the proposed budget is $45,424, a reduction of 
some over $800. 

That is not the whole story. The total appropriation a 
year ago for school purposes, including $3,000 to meet a 
note given by the school board which covered the expendi- 
tures for the grading of the school playground the year 
previous and an appropriation of $600 for the maintenance 
of the summer playground, was $49,860. If the recom- 
mendations of the school board and the suggestion in the 
matter of the summer playground are approved the total 
assessment for school purposes for next year will be 
$45,724. This means a drop of $4,200 in the assessment. 

I wish to call attention to the generosity of Mrs. Lillian 
C. Blanchard. For more than a year she held a note 
against the school district for $3,000. When the note was 
paid she cancelled all interest charges. 

Annual School Meeting 

The annual school meeting will be held Friday evening, 
March 18, at 7:30, in the Union School hall. The terms 
of Mrs. Mabel W. Hill and Mr. Hiram R. Blanchard, as 
members of the school board, will expire at that time. 

In conclusion I wish to express mv appreciation of the 
co-operation of teachers and school board.
